59-13 morning I went to the basement for something and my eye was immediately 
taken by several things that were out of place c-on top of the file cahinents and a 
section of the cabinets I use least often. One of these things was a misplaced bos of 
Penn Jones* newsletter and near it a file bos of copies of FBIHQ records apparently 
made by Hae, so you can gudss how long ago that was because she hasn’t been here for 
years. Whatever her purposes, they are now impossible for me, but 2 did go over these 
copies and I'll be writing you separately about some. 

I have two immediate purposes, one being how unusual it is for these boxes to 
have been moved at all, and certainly they were not by Idl or me, and the other 
relates to the r .cord a copy of which I'll Attach, because of its potential importance 
in any field offices case remand. 

The only person to look at any of my downstairs files at all recently was the 
Penn State doctoral candidate and to the best of my recollection I was with him all 
the tine, to call things to his attention and, to answer his questions. His interest 
is limited to the Commission file and this was not near that, which is in the center 
rather than along the wall toward the pool, whefe these boxes were. 

The Penn Jones nonsense was an open box atop a full box. It is the upper or 
open box that was moved. If the lower one was moved, at was not moved much and 2 did 
not notice if it was. The box of copies was upright and next to the TCI boxes. It was 
moved farthur to the lefto tad whether or not there is any significance, it happens 
that both partially blocked a ceUer window, which tilts in from the top. Strange, 
and I can’t explain it. 1 am certain that nobody who has been here had any interest 
in the “ones stuff and if I ever knew of the other box, of copies, being there, I'd 
forgotten it. So, nobody could have had any interest in it. 

The EL|in reason for attaching the HR of 62-109060, Hex begat to HQ, l/H/ 69 , 
is that it lists a copy for 3L 09—52, captioned "Assassination of JSE." This indicates 
an entirely different 21. JFK assassination file that has been acknowledged and it has 
not been searched. 

The ' ( is not clear, but no classification in the 80s could be appropriate for 
this subject matter. I've checked the list. The 52 is clear enough, tad there is no 
correction on the record, which would be indicated if there had been a typographical 
error. Moreover, a typo would involved both digits, for the known assassination file 
in 2L is 45.
